1 . Claims 36-48 are now canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or reasonably suggest an external defibrillator with a battery, a 
switch for switching the defibrillation circuitry from OFF to ON, a computer operating 
programming to initiate recurring self-tests occurring at intervals when the defibrillation 
circuitry is OFF and incapable of delivering a shock to a patient but able to perform 
recurring self-tests, and an active status indicator comprising a light source that 
illuminates continually during an interval to indicate to an observer that the defibrillation 
circuitry external defibrillator is OFF and that the ultimate most recent self-test has 
determined that the operational status is normal and thus the external defibrillator 
defibrillation circuitry is ready to operate normally when turned ON and that presently 
maintenance is not required, in combination with the other elements in the claims. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
